UNITED NATIONS (R) — The United" Nations Security Coun- 
cil ended an inconclusive three-how meeting on the Falklands 
crisis Sunday, with no sign of any resolution. The council, which 
began its latest round of debate on Friday, is scheduled to meet 
again Monday. Virtually all speakers called for an end to the 
fighting, which escalated sharply on Friday when British troops 
landed on the Falkland Islands, seized by Argentine troops on . 
April 2. Most also called for a council mandate empowering U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar to embark on a new 
peace-making effort, following the failure last week of his pre- 
vious initiative. Latin American countries, including Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Colombia. El Salvador, Paraguay, Peru and Panama, 
all supported Argentina's claim to sovereignty over the islands.

Kuwait to sever all ties 
with Zaire, Costa Rica 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait is expected to sever all diplomatic ties with 
Zaire for re-establishing links with Israel, and with Costa Rica for 
moving its diplomatic mission back to occupied Jerusalem from Tel 
Aviv, officials said Sunday. 

The Kuwait cabinet Sunday d i scussed these issues and asked the 
Foreign Ministry to take the necessary steps, a cabinet spokesman 
told reporters. 

Kuwait Finance and Hanning Minister Abdul Latif A1 Hamad said 
that Zaire had previously requested economic aid but none had been 
given. He gave no details of the request. 

The Arab states are angry with Zaire which last week became the 
first African country to break the diplomatic boycott of Israel, 
imposed by most African countries in protest at Israeli occupation of 
Arab territory after the 1973 Arab-Israeli war. They have also 
attacked Costa Rica's embassy move. 

The spokesman said the Kuwaiti cabinet condemned Zaire for 
departing from African unanimity in s u pporti n g African causes. 
Costa Rica's action was denounced as a violation of Arab rights and 
international resolutions. 

Two Gulf states, Saudi Arabia and Qatar, have cut diplomatic ties 
with Kinshasa. The Khartoum-based Arab Bank for Economic 
Development in Africa (BADEA) has also suspended dealings with 
Zaire following the move. 

Costa Rican embassy moved to occupied Jerusalem 

Meanwhile, Costa Rica became the first country to move its 
embassy back to occupied Jerusalem from Tel Aviv. 

Costa Rica and 12 other countries, most of them Latin American, 
transferred their embassies from occupied Jerusalem in compliance 
with a United Nations Security Council resolution after Israel passed 
a few in August 1 980 declaring occupied Jerusalem to be its“etemal 
and indivisible’' capital. Israel annexed the eastern sector of the city 
after occupying it in the 1967 war. 

The return of Costa Rica's embassy to occupied Jerusalem was a 
campaign pledge of newly elected President Luis Alberto Monge.

Lt.-Gen. Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker 
also received Mr. Draper at his 
office. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — Both 
Britain and Argentina Sunday 
promised quick military action 
against each other’s forces in the 
Falkland Islands and both dis- 
played the prospect of an early vic- 
tory. 

In Buenos Aires, a military 
spokesman told the official. 
Argentine news agency Telam 
that a strike against the British 
troops on the island “can come at 
any moment." 

In London, an aide of Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher told 
reporters: “We're moving 
fast— it’s a matter of days, not 
weeks." 

Britain said its forces were con- - 
soHdating the bridgehead at Port 
San Carlos on East Falkland, 
where an estimated 5,000 troops 
were reported to have stormed 
ashore on Friday. 

British ministers said the main 
objective of the landing party was 
the Falklands capital of Port Stan- 
ley, 80 kilometres to the east.

rison on the island is believed 
located. 

Cecil Parkinson, a member of 
Mis. Thatchei’ s war cabinet, said: 
“We are planning to move, and 
move fast, ft is not our objective to 
be lured into a long and bloody 
war."

BEIRUT (R) — The secretary-general of the Arab League, Chadli 
Klibi, said in an interview published Sunday that to end the Arab 
boycott of Egypt without a consensus decision of Arab states could 
threaten Arab unity. 

In written answers to questions from the Beirut English-language 
weekly Monday Morning, Mr. Klibi said: "My contacts with the 
leaders of oar states have made it clear to me that the return of Egypt 
in the absence of Arab consensus would pose a greater threat to joint 
Arab action than the absence of Egypt.” 

All but three Arab states decided to impose a political and 
economic boycott on Egypt after it signed the UJS.-sponsored Camp 
David treaty with Israel in 1979. 

After Israel returned to Egypt the last section of occupied Sinai 
Peninsula last month, some Arab states indicated Egypt would be 
welcomed back to the Arab World. 


Some other Arabs protested and recently some governments have 
been saying that a consensus of Arab states will be needed before 
Egypt can return to the Arab fold.

Radio Kabul rarely mentions the mountainous Panjsher dis- 
trict, which has fought off several attempts to bring it under 
government control since Soviet troops intervened in Afghanistan 
at the end of 1979.

KINSHASA (R) — The Organisation of African Unity (O AU) has 
warned Chad's provisional government ft wffl withdraw its peace- 
keeping force next month unless there is progress towards ending the 
country’s long-running civil war. 

The Zaire news agency Azap reported that the ultimatum was 
issued in Kinshasa on Saturday at the end of an OAU meeting. 

The communique said Nigeria. Senegal and Zaire, the three coun- 
tries with contingents in the OAU force would withdraw their troops 
if Chad’s provisional government failed to announce a timetable, by 
June 10, for a cease-fire with the rebel forces of former Defence 
Minister Hissene Habre and elections. 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig 
said Sunday the Soviet Union had* 
replied to a letter from President 
Reagan calling for new negoti- 
ations to reduce strategic nuclear 
weapons. 

He gave no details but told CBS 
Television ft was expected a date 
for the talks would be set through 
diplomatic channels, “hopefully 
before too long." 

Mr. Haig said President 
Brezhnev 5 latest statements on 
strategic arms were “basically 
encouraging," noting that the 
Soviet leader had welcomed 
reopening negotiations and 
accepted the principle of sub- 
stantial reductions in arsenals. 

Mr. Reagan had proposed a 
one-third cut in strategic nuclear 
weapons as part of the U.S. open- 
ing position on what the administ- 
ration calls strategic arms reduc- 
tion talks. 


Israeli withdrawal only basis for peace 
in Mideast, Indian-PLO note declares 


NEW DELHI (R) — India and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) have called for 
an immediate and complete Israeli withdrawal 
from all occupied Arab and Palestinian territories. 

This was the only basis on which a com- 
prehensive, just and durable peace could be 
achieved in the Middle East, a joint statement said. 

The communique was issued at the end of a 
three-day visit by PLO Chaiman Yasser Arafat 
during which he held talks with Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi. 

They expressed concern over the continuing Gulf 
war and appealed to Iran and Iraq to reach a peace- 
ful settlement of their dispute, 

India and the PLO are members of anon-aligned 
peace group which has made several efforts to end 
the 20-momh-okl conflict. 

The statement said the discussions between Mrs. 
Gandhi and Mr. Arafat were wide-ranging. The 
PLO leader declined to say at a press conference if 
they covered the possibility of India supplying 


weapons to his organisation. 

“We are very grateful to Mrs. Gandhi and the 
Indian people for all kinds of support they offer to 
my people in their struggle,” he said. 

Mr. Arafat said be expected stronger support for 
the PLO from the Non-Aligned Movement at its 
September summit meeting in Baghdad, following 
Israeli raids on Palestinian refugee camps in Leba- 
non. 

In the past month Israel has mounted two air 
strikes against Palestinians in Lebanon in retali- 
ation for what it claims are commando attacks on 
Israel 

The Indian-PLO joint statement said Mrs. Gan- 
dhi informed Mr. Arafat about her government's 
efforts to. improve ties with Pakistan. 

The statement said India was prepared to con- 
tinue a dialogue with Pakistan on a non-aggression 
pact India and Pakistan have fought three wars in 
the past 35 years.

President Zia and Mr. Arafat 
hold formal talks on Monday. 

At an airport press conference 
shortly before Mr. Arafat's arrival 
President Zia said no agreements 
would be signed during the PLO’s 
leader's visit 

He described Mr. Arafat’s trip 
as a goodwill visit to pave the way 
for a further strengtheningof rela- 
tions between the PLO and Pakis- 
tan. 


IEA to debate long-term oil strategy 


PARIS (R) — Energy ministers of the major oil 
consuming nations, enjoying the biggest oil glut m 
20 years, will wain against complacency when they 
meet here on Monday. 

The 21 ministers of the International Energy 
Agency (IEA) face few immediate problems, IEA 
officials said. 

But they are concerned that the current relatively 
low prices for oil and excess supplies win reduce 
consumers’ long-term determination to switch 
from oil to alternative energy sources. 

The officials said the glut may finbh by the end of 
tbs year but IEA experts expect the world oO mar- 
ket to remain soft for at feast two more years. 

At their one -day annual meeting the energy 
ministers will be told the future outlook for oil 
depends on the level of demand in the industrial 
world, which is in the grip of the most severe reces- 
sion since the 1930’s. 

The International Monetary Fund (IMF) and the 
Organisation for Economic Cooperation and- 
Development (OECD) are forecasting virtually no 
growth for the major industrial countries this year, 
jtb only very modest chances of a real improve- 


ment in'1983. 

The officials said the latest IEA estimates for oil 
demand would be given to the ministers tomorrow. 

No decisions are expected at Monday’s meeting, 
they added. __ 

IEA Executive Director Ulf Lantzke said last 
March the total non-Communist world demand for 
crude oil in 1983 could be between 46.5 and 48 
million barrels per day (b/d), assuming demand of 
45 to 46 million b/d this year. 

But he warned that any rise in consumption 
■would depend on a recovery in the world economy 
next year and declining oil prices. 

The members of the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) decided at their 
meeting last week in Ecuador to maintain their 
S34-a -barrel reference price throughout the glut by 
strictly controlling production. 

The IEA officials said uncertainty over future 
'demand for ofl, created by the present surplus, is 
causing problems for major companies who need to 
■take decisions up to ten years ahead on large-scale 
investments in oil projects.

Which Israel? 


ONE OF the matters that Israeli Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon will deal with during 
his current visit to the United States is the 
reactivation of the strategic cooperation 
agreement that was initiated between Israel 
and the United States last winter. To us, this 
agreement best symbolises the nature of the 
relationship between Washington and Tel 
Aviv, one that the Americans and Israelis 
both feel is designed to bring benefits to both 
sides. The fact that the Arabs violently object 
to this sort of accord is more or less ignored in 
Washington, because the Arabs as a whole 
are more or less ignored in Washington. 

Yet, one asks, why doesn't the United 
States take the opportunity this time around 
to make a symbolic gesture to show Israel, 
the Arabs and the rest of the world that while 
it is committed to Israel's security it is also 


committed to securing a just peace in the 
region based on equal and reciprocal rights 
for Israelis and Palestinians? 

An American-Israeli strategic coop- 
eration agreement is a foregone reality, and 
it will be implemented despite Arab objec- 
tions and Israeli huffing and puffing. The 
accord is merely another symptom of the 
mother-child relationship that exists bet- 
ween the United States and Israel, and as 
such it is neither surprising nor novel. But it 
does provide the Americans with yet another 
opportunity to tell the world with which 
Israel they are dealing: An Israel willing to 
make peace with the Palestinians and the 
Arabs as a whole, or an Israel that exploits 
American timidity to make a mockery of 
Washingtons professed desire to see a sol- 
ution to the Palestinian issue? 


V . recent announcement that 
e, an African country, has 
decided to reestablish its dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel 
should be taken as a serioss 
development from the perspec- 
tive of Palestine question and 
Arab- African relations. It most 
have been a well-prepared 
move to coincide with the final 
Israeli withdrawal from Sinai 
and its return to the sovereignty 
of Egypt, another African state. 

Let us not forget that the 
Arab countries have strong ties 
with Africa. About 70 per cent 
of the Arab people are in 
Africa. Many black Africans 
share with Arabs their religion, 
trade and, to a considerable 
extent, the language. In the last 
decade, the Arab-African 
Development Bank and the 
Arab Fund for Technical Assis- 
tance in Africa have con- 
tributed to the development of 
African countries. Bilateral 
cooperation between the Arab 
Gulf states and African coun- 
tries was enhanced through soft 
loans, grants and some invest- 
ments. . Cooperation between 
I countries north and south of the 


Sahara in Africa is deep-rooted 
and takes many forms: cul- 
tural, political, economic and 
otherwise. 

We realise that, on some 
occasions, African countries 
were receiving less assistance 
from Arab countries than they 
expected. Complaints were 
beard on the lack of reciprocity 
in the diplomatic support the 
African countries provide to 
Arab causes. On the other 
hand, we were under the 
impression that the .African 
position towards the return of 
Arab lands from Israeli occu- 
pation and their support for the 
inalienable rights of the Pales- 
tinian people should not neces- 
sarily be matched with an 
economic Dow from the other 
direction. We have seen cases 
where requests for develop- 
ment financing were submitted 
without identifying the projects 
for which funds will be allo- 
cated. 


One must ask the following 
question: Why would one Afri- 
can state or another re- 
establish diplomatic relations 
with Israel and antagonise 


Arab countries? Weil, if Egypt, 
an Arab country, has already 
normalised relatios with Israel, 
why not expect non-Arab coun- 
tries to do the same? Perhaps 
more assistance might be prom- 
ised from the other side? 

We should not, however, foil 
in the trap of identifying rela- 
tions with assistance. Perhaps 
the human element was and still 
is missing in Afro- Arab coop- 
eration. In other words, coop- 
eration was confined to official 
relations and did not involve 
peoples. 

In contrast, it is interesting to 
note that Golda Meir, who took 
pride in initiating Israeli- 
African cooperation in 1958,. 
highlighted this element in her 
me mo ires. She referred to the 
presence of thousands of Israeli 
experts in agriculture, hyd- 
rology, community services, 
medicine, and scores of other 
fields throughout Africa bet- 
ween 1958 and 1973, and the 
thousands of Africans who 
trained in Israel during those 
years and “what they took 
home with them." 

I am not attempting here to 
evaluate the experience of 


Israeli- African cooperation. 
From what I read, it was not at 
all a happy affair as depicted by 
Mrs. Meir. My point is to 
emphasise the importance of 
personal contacts and the 
involvement of peoples in the 
rapproachment among coun- 
tries. 

Jordan had participated 
actively in conferences dealing 
with technical and economic 
cooperation among the develop- 
ing countries. Jordan's coop- 
eration with the neighbouring 
Arab countries in manpower, 
trade, investment, training and 
development in general has 
been a remarkable case of 
South-South cooperation. 

We ought to think of other 
Steps to take beyond the con- 
demnation of Zaire. Let us try a 
modest technical cooperation 
programme of our own. 
Through this programme, we 
can offer training opportunities 
in Jordan for African citizens, 
send some experts for short 
periods, and strengthen rela- 
tions among professional 
associations, trade unions, air- 
lines, fertiliser companies and 
other institutions. This 


approach has wider effects and 

mofe enduring consequent* 
than merely financial 
lance. 

Presently we have no enjfeas- 
sies fat Africa except in Arab 
countries. We know that an* 
strong cooperation with * 
many African countries 
requires substantial finance 
expenses. However, a trilateral 
arrangement similar to the 
training of Eritrean students ia 
Jordan can be worked wit. 

The visits of two African 
leaders, from Senegal 
Sierra Leone, to Jordan earfo, 
this year had perhaps paved the 
way for a closer cooperation 
between Jordan and Africa. 
This has to be pursued bj 
further substantive actions. 
Cultural cooperation can 
strengthen relations through 
opening our educational and 
training facilities for African 
strudents and trainees, 

. exchange visits of experts, and 
tourism. We already bare 
many institutions of research, 
education and business that cm 
participate in this positive 
cooperation policy. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


New Israeli fabrication 


AL RAT: Throughout the Arab- Israeli dispute, 
the Israeli propaganda campaign against Jordan 
and our steadfast kinsmen in the occupied Arab 
territories has never stopped. Nevertheless, Jor- 
danians and the residents of the occupied ter-* 
xitories have been aware of the goals and motives 
of this evil campaign. 

It is not strange for the Israeli media to come 
again reiterating their malicious fabrications after 
the heroic uprising of our kinsmen in the occupied 
territories— an uprising which confirmed the 
strong cohesion between them and the Jordanian 
people through consolidating their steadfastness 
in their usurped lands. 

Undoubtedly, the cheap attempts to drive a 
wedge between the Jordanians and the residents 
of the occupied territories will not be heeded here 
or there. Everyone knows that consolidating the 
steadfastness of the kinsmen in the occupied ter- 
ritories and preventing Israel from evicting the 
Arab residents from there are two important 
components of the Jordanian strategy, and in that 
we are supported by Arab unanimity. This 
strategy is also in line with the determination of 
the Palestinian people to hold on their lands. 
Opposing this is the Israeli strategy aimed at evict- 
ing the Palestinian people from their lands. 

Jordan believes that the steadfastness of the 
Palestinian people in the occupied territories 
involves “national military service.” Our young 
people have proved, through their steadfastness, 
struggle.'awareness and dedication to their nation- 
alism, that they are the honest and honourable 
soldiers of their country and an example which 
should arouse admiration. . 

In light of all these facts, all Israeli fabrications 
are a desperate attempt to distort the heroic stead- 
fastness of our kinsmen in the occupied territories. 
Those who- are holding out in the occupied ter- 
ritories are not doing so in order to avert national 


military service in Jordan, as Israel claimsj 
because by their steadfastnessln the occupied ter- 
ritories, they are performing the “national ser- 
vice” to their own country and to the Arab Nation 
as a whole. 


Arabs and the Falklands 


AL DUSTOUR: The Western news media, which 
aresympathetic with Britain over the Falklands' 
crisis, are nearly our only source of information on 
the Falklands crisis since ir began. Nevertheless, 
the developments involving the remote islands 
and their exciting and surprising political and 
military developments can teach us, as Arabs, 
many lessons. 

The U.N. Security Council resolution 502 cal- 
ling for the withdrawal of Argentine forces from 
the islands did not convince Britain to wait and 
give time for implementation. On the contrary, 
Britain used the resolution as an effective weapon 
and an international authorisation to regain the 
islands. Therefore, Britain is fighting some 8,000 
miles away with a U.N. resolution in its hands, as 
British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher put it 
* Argentina is a Third World country which has 
not hesitated to fight the second biggest nuclear 
and industrial power in the West. Argentina is 
fighting a country whose population is twice its 
own, and is sinking Britain's most modern frigates 
and destroyers even though ; it does not have the 
same manpower, financial or economic resources 
or strategic location which the Arab possess. 
Nevertheless. Argentina has resolved for our 
benefit the inferiority complex vis-a-vis 
technological superiority. The Falklands crisis has 
created solidarity among the Latin American 
countries despite their ideological, political or 
other differences, while in our case. Israel is mas- 
sing its forces on this or that Arab front without 
the Arab Nation being able to overcome their 
peripheral differences. 


Little progress in independence talks 

for Namibia; SWAPO calls for new conference

LONDON — Western countries 
are urgently seeking to avert a 
deadlock in efforts towards an 
independence settlement in 
Namibia (South West Africa). 

Western officials expressed dis- 
appointment at black nationalist 
rejection of latest proposals that 
were to have pave the way for 
independence of the South 
African-ruled territory by early 
1983. A five-member Western 
contact group— The United States. 
Britain, Canada, France and West 
Germany— would be meeting soon 
to discuss their remaining options. 
Western diplomats said." 

The five are negotiating with 
South Africa, black African states 
and internal parties in Namibia on 
an acceptable independence for- 
mula for the territory. 

Latest contact group proposals 
hinged on a complex polling sys- 
tem, combining direct bal toting 
for individual candidates with 
proportional representation. 

The guerrilla-backed South 
West Africa People's Organ- 
isation (SWAPO) and its allies in 
the black African “front-line" 
states this week rejected the for- 
mula afrer alleging it would favour 
parties representing the territory's 
70.000 white settlers. 

SWAPO and its allies also 
objected to transitional power 
granted under the proposals to 
South Africa, which rules the 
former German colony in vio- 
lation of United Nations' resol- 
utions. 

The nationalist movement has 
fought a J 6-year bush war against 


South African forces, a conflict 
the contact group hoped to bring 
to an end this year. 

The electoral proposals form 
part of phase one of the group's 
step-by-step approach to a set- 
tlement. Agreement was to have 
been followed by negotiations on 
stage two— the role of a U.N. force 
in supervising the independence 
process. 

New international conference 

Western diplomats said the con- 
tact group was alarmed that 
SWAPO. having rejected the 
phase one proposals, was now cal- 
ling for a new international con- 
ference on Namibia. 

They noted that an earlier con- 
ference in Geneva in January last 
year ended in failure when South 
Africa rejected as premature a 
U.N. timetable for independence. 

South Africa has agreed, in 
principle, to grant independence 
to the territory but has sought 
guarantees for the white minority. 

The South African- backed, 
multi-racial Democratic Tur- 
nhalle Alliance (DTA). which 
runs the interim government in 
Namibia, alleges that SWAPO is 
afraid to contest a free election 
and plans, instead, to monopolise 
power in a one-party slate. 

South Africa and the DTA also 
oppose the backing SWAPO 
receives from the United Nations, 
which regards the guerrilla- 
backed movement as the sole and 
authentic representative of the 
one million Namibian people. 

Faced with 'conflicting views on 
its proposals, the Western contact 
group will be reviewing its options 


at meeting of senior officials in 
Paris, Western diplomats said. 

Phase two 

-The important thing now is to 
regain the momentum,” one dip- 
lomat said. The diplomats said the 
contact group may decide to 
bypass the problems surrounding 
the electoral process and go 
straight on to phase two of the 


independence process. 

Officials from contact group 
states regard phase two discussion 
of the U.N. role in the process as 
potentially even more difficult 
than phase one. 

* Another option would be to 
draw up yet another electoral plan 
in the hope it would be acceptable 
to all parties, the diplomats said. 

But one diplomat commented: 





“We thought the mixed voting sys- 
tem would be fair and we were at 
pains to show how it would work. 
We are disappointed this latest 
proposal has been rejected." 

South Africa and the DTA 
accepted the contact group's orig- 
inal constitutional proposals but 
without SWAPO agreement they 
cannot be adopted. 

Kaunda-Boiha 

DTA leader Dirk Mudge, at a 
press conference in London Ian 
week, accused SWAPO and the 
front-line states of standing in the 
way of a peaceful settlement by 
rejecting the Western proposals. 

The front-line states include 
Zam bia, whose President Kea- 
ne tb Kaunda met South African 
Prime Minister P.W. Botha two 
weeks ago for a rare meeting bet- 
ween a black African leader and 
an official of the white-ruled state. 

The talks centred on Namibia. 
Four days later Zambia gave its 
support to SWAPO's rejection of 
the contact group proposals. 
SWAPO accused the contact 
group of trying to pressure it into 
making fiutber concessions to 
South Africa. 

SWAPO leader Sam Nujoma 
said in Dar es Salaam after a meet- 
ing of the front-line stales: "We 
have been bombarded with to 
and the insistence of the Western 
five contact group.... that we 
should accept the so-called one- 
man one-vote, one vote counts 
twice (proposal).” 

He added: “We want a clear-on 
electoral system in a country 
where a large number of people 
are illiterate and have never voted 
before.” 
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NEW YORK: Dow Jones and Co, pub- 
lishers of the Wall Street Journal, has 
had its eyes on Europe for years. In 1965 
it discussed a link-up with Reuters and, 
in th§ early 1 970s, it active ly explored the 
idea of setting up local language bus- 
iness papers on the Continent.

Now it is finally taking the 
plunge. A new Internationa] edi- 
tion of the Wall Street Journal will 
start to appear on the news stands 
‘early next year, aimed at a select 
group of business and political 
leaders in Europe and pans of the 
Middle East. 

Tlie ritle of the new paper has 
yet to be decided, and so has its 
precise format. It will include lots 
of business and economic news 
from the U.S. edition, along with 
editorial comment and Wall Street 
statistics, but it will also take in 


material from the Wall Street 
Journal's Asian edition, and will 
emphasise European and other 
international news to a greater 
extent than the U.S. paper. 

The paper will be edited in 
Brussels, and printed at the mod- 
em plant of the Limburgs Dagblad 
in Heerien, the Netherlands. The 
Journal currently has 1 1 reporters 
working in Europe, and another 
dozen work for its associate, 
AP-Dow Jones newswire service. 
Mr. Warren Phillips. Dow Jones's 
chairman, expects that growth .in 


Europe will roughly parallel the 
performance of the Asian edition 
which, after six years, now sells 
just over 25.000 copies and has a 
staff of 33 reporters and editors. 

The objectives for the new 
paper appear rather limited, at 
least for the short term. The Jour- 
nal wants to strengthen its position 
in the European financial com- 
munity and attract new readers in 
a steady rather than spectacular 
way. 

There are powerful resources 
behind the new paper, however, if 
Dow Jones decides that the Euro- 
pean market is wonh exploiting in 
a big way, it will not be held back 
by financial constraints. 

The reason is that the Wall 
Street Journal is an extra- 
ordinarily profitable newspaper. 
In terms both of its return on stoc- 
kholders' equity (26.5 per cent) 


and sales (11. 1 per cent). Dow 
Jones is one of the most successful 
large companies in the U.S. ~ 
thanks in very large measure to 
the performance of the Journal. 

Stockbrokers Kidder Peabody 
estimate the paper contributed 
some 73 per cent of the group's 
SI 49 million operating income 
during 1981. Last year the aver- 
age assets employed in Dow 
Jones's national publications and 
services division amounted to 
SI 89 million, and the profits on 
this side reached no less than 5121 
million before corporate expenses 
and interest an sales of S49i» mil- 
lion. 

Mr. Joseph Fuchs, of Kidder 
Peabody, says there are two 
reasons for this commercial suc- 
cess. One is that the paper is very 
lightly edited for a specific demog- 
raphic sector which has great 


appeal to advertisers. The other is 
that the paper is "superbly man- 
aged" on an operating basis, and 
has used modem technology to 
create new opportunities. 

By the mid 1970s. all the Jour- 
nal's printing plants had been con- 
verted to photo composition. 
After establishing its first satellite 
printing plant, the paper will have 
a network of 17 printing plants 
across the U.S. 

This development means that 
the paper can be delivered more 
quickly to a much wider read- 
ership at a lower cost than was 
ever possible in the past. A typical 
printing plant employs a total of 
perhaps 25 people and can turn 
out 100.000 copies a night— a 
phenomenal level of productivity 
by British standards. While the 
Journal’s circulation has risen 
from 1.2 million to over 2 million 


since 1970, the number of pro- 
duction workers has fallen sig- 
nificantly. 

The Journal s higher circulation 
has brought an increased volume 
of advertising and generated more 
profits to invest in new plant which 
can boost the circulation yet 
further: a sort of virtuous circle. 

All the same, the group has for 
more than a decade been anxious 
to broaden the spread of its bus- 
iness. Out of the Journal s profits, 
it has been able to buy a score of 
provincial newspapers, as well as a 
book publishing company 
Richard D Irwin — which made a 
net profit of S5.6 million last year. 

It has bought large shares in two 
newsprint mills, which provide 
about two-fifths of its newsprint 
requirements, and it has been 
moving heavily into Cable TV. 


Dow Jones is also looking for 
other ways to exploit the resources 
of the Journal. Some 40.000 
terminals--including home 
computers— currently have access 
to computer-stored information 
from the group's data bases, and 
the number is growing by 3bout 
2.500 a month. 


A new monthly business 
magazine for the U.S! market was 
killed off recently in an advanced 
stage of planning, and the Asian 
Wall Street Journal got off to a 
bumpy start. It has not yet made a 
profit, though it is scheduled to 
climb into the black this \ear.

Bettina Bunge claims $100,000 
West German Women’s Open 

WEST BERLIN (R) — Bettina Bunge of West Germany took only 
70 minutes to beat 1 5 -year -old American Kathy Rinaldi and win the 
S100.000 West German Women’s Open Tennis Championship here 
Sunday. 

The 1 8-year-old West German number two outmatched the 
American girl 6-2, 6-2 before a crowd of 2,500 to take the winners 
cheque of £18,000. 

After completing her adjourned semi-final against Bonnie' 
Gad use k of the United States 7-6, 6-3, Bunge's strong baseline game 
proved too much for Rinaldi, who was off form. 

Bunge expressed surprise at the ease of her victory against the girl 
who Saturday disposed of U.S. Masters Champion and German 
number one Sylvia Hanika. 

Rinaldi has the chance of revenge next week, when the two players 
are drawn against each other in the second round of the French 
Championships. 

Bunge's win marks the first West German victory in the champ- 
ionship since Helga Masthoff won in 1974. 


Riccardo Patrese wins 
Monaco Grand Prix 


MONTE CARLO (R) — Italian . 
Riccardo Patrese snatched victory 
in an astonishing climax to the 
Monaco Grand Prix motor race 
Sunday. 

The Brabham driver, second 
behind the pace-setting Renault 
of Frenchman Alain Frost for 
much of the race, overcame a 
high-speed spin two laps from the 
fmishtad limped home ahead of 
his rivals. 

World Championship leader 
Prost had crashed heavily seconds 
earlier with the race seemingly at 
his mercy. He was reported

AngeUs was fifth. 

Ireland’s Derek Dai; com- 
pleted the points scoring positions 
with sixth place in a Williams. 

Prost’s team-mate and com- 
patriot Rene Amdux romped into 
a commanding early lead but be 
too crashed out on the 15th lap of 
the 76-lap street classic.

Americans willing to fight, but Japanese are not 


COMPARED to Western Euro 
Teaiis and the Japanese, Ameri- 
:ans are most willing u> fight for 
heir country, most proud of their 
i.uional identity, most likely to 
akc pride in their work, execced- 
ngty religious and second only to 
he Irish in seeing themselves as 
nost happy. 

Those are some of the findings 
eported Tuesday by an inter- 
national mam of social scientists 
ritgaged in an unprecedented 
nternctionn! study of the fun- 
damental attitudes that determine 
mm an behaviour. 

"We know how people vote, we 
'now how people spend money, 
"Hi never before have we 
cammed how people Teach basic" 
decisions,” explained the Rev. 
Tassian J. Yuhaus, president of 
Tara, the independent Roman 
^aiholic- founded research centre 
iere that handled the U.S. portion 
if the survey .- 

The study is being coordinated 
worldwide by the Gallup organ - 
sauon. 

.Among the findings: 

— Black Americans ranked 
highest in rating “the importance 
if God in life” at 9.04 on a scale of 
J*>. Hispanics were next at S.92 
wr cent; white South Africans, 
n >.55 : the United States as a whole, 
vCI. Swedes rated the impor- 
rar.ee of God at 3.99 per cent, 
higher only than the Danes and 
iapanesc. 

- four out of every five Ameri-* 
:ans said they were very proud to 
x* a citizen of their country: 66 
?er cent of the Irish and 55 per 
rent of the British polled 
•ec-ponded affirmatively to the 
same question. At the bottom of 
he scale, only 30 per cent of 
iapanese and 21 per cent of West 
Germans said thev were "verv 


proud". 

— in case of war. 71 per cent of 
the Americans said they would, 
fight for their country followed by 
Britain with 62 per cent. Only 22 
per cent of Japanese answered 
that question affirmatively, with 
3R per cent undecided. Italy had 
the highest percentage— 57 per 
cent— who said they would not 
fight. 

Questions on work drew 
responses that Cara research 
director Edward Sullivan called 
“one of the surprises of the 
study." In a ranking of job charac- 
tcristics, “good pay” and 
“pleasant people to work with" 
ranked at the head of most lists. 
Japanese, however, gave first 
priority to “a job that meets one’s 
abilities." which Americans. Irish 
-and French ranked sixth. 

On the question of pride in 
one's work. 84 per cent of Ameri- 
cans said they take “ a great deal of ’ 
pride,” hut only 37 per cent of 
Japanese, 15 per cent of West 
Germans and 13 pier cent of the 
French reflected that attitude 
toward their work. Four out often 
West Germans said they take little 
or no pride in their work. 

Continuing interviews will 
study values in a total of 26 coun- 
tries, including Hungary, 
Australia, and some Larin Ameri- 
can nations. The fullest data 
released Tuesday covered Great 
Britain, Ireland. Japan, West 
Germany, France, Italy and Spain, 
as well as the United States. 
Responses from Denmark. Swe- 
den. Belgium. Holland and South 
Africa were included in some of 
the hems. 

The findings came from hour- 
long interview* with a sci- 
entifically selected sample of from 
1.200 to 2,000 persons in each of 


the countries studied. In this coun- 
ity additional sampling was done 
among two major ethnic 
minorities. Blacks and Hispanics. 

Rev. Vuhaus said that one of 
the reasons for the study has been 
“ a conviction of a major shift in 
values in various parts of the 


world. If that is occurring, it will 
have a major impact on social 
policies" and will affect gov- 
ernments and businesses as well as 
educational, religious and other 
institutions. 

On religion. 81 per cent of 
Americans said thev considered 


themselves religious, whether or 
not they go to church. Only the 
Italians, with 83 per cent, had a 
higher rating. Ninety-five per cent 
of Americans believe in God, (two 
per cent are avowed atheists and 
three per cent do not know); 71 
per cent believe in life after death; 
S4 percent believe in heaven, and 
67 per cent believe in hell. 

In a question on the Ten Com- 


mandments, 93 per cent of 
Americans agreed that “Thou 
Shalt not kill" and “Thou shall not 
steal" still apply fully today. The 
Commandment to keep the Sab- 
bath holy was least popular among 
Americans, with 57 per cent 
assenting, while S7 per cent 
believed the Commandment 
against adultery still applies. 

More West Germans— 61 per 


cent— than Americans— 51 per 
cent— agreed with the thesis that 
"sexual activity cannot entirely be 
left to individual choice— there 
have to be moral rules to which 
everyone adheres." The British 
and French, each with 42 percent, 
expressed the most disagreement 
with that statement.

Moscow as demanded 



PARIS (R) — the United States 
has signalled its willingness to let 
the Soviet Union buy large quan- 
tities of American grain, soon 
after attempts to peisuade its 
West European allies to cut trade 
and credit links with Moscow. 

U.S. Agriculture Under- 
secretary Seeley Lodwick said on 
Saturday the U.S. was keen to sell 
its cheap stocks of wheat and 
maize to Moscow and that 
Washington had no objection to 
Moscow seeking private U.S. cre- 
dit to pay for grain imports. 

He said the U.S. would consider 
selling Moscow more than the 25 
million tonnes it has agreed to 
supply by Sept. 30 if Soviet needs 


increased. 

He was speaking at the end of 
two days of talks here under the ' 
terms of the long-term U.S.- 
Soviet grain pact expiring on SepL 
30. 

But the U.S. keenness to sell 
Moscow grain is likely to be seen 
by Washington's allies as further 
evidence of American incon- 
sistency. 

Soon afterwards President 
Reagan imposed a number of 
trade embargoes on the Soviet 
Union and in March U.S. Under- 
secretary of State James Buckley 
visited West Europe to seek sup- 
port for a credit squeeze against 
Moscow in reaction to the Polish 


crisis. 

The U.S. bad earlier tried to 
persuade France and West Ger- 
many to join it in banning firms 
from participating in building a 
pipeline to carry Soviet natural gas 
to West Europe. 

Analysts said the U.S. offer to 
supply more than the agreed 
Soviet needs till Sept. 30 could 
reflect the threat to Soviet grain 
supplies due to the Falklands 
crisis. 

The Soviet Union took about 85 
per cent of Argentina's grain 
exports last season, amounting to 
some 15 million tonnes. So far this 
year Moscow has bought about 
eight million tonnes. 


Warsaw frees dissident 


WARSAW (R) — Polish 
authorities have freed Jan Jozef 
Lipski, a senior official of the sus- 
pended independent trade union 
Solidarity, and given him leave to 
travel to England for medical 
treatment. 

Mr. Lipski, 55, contacted by 
telephone at his Warsaw home, 
said Sunday he had been released 
from jail on Thursday and yes- 
terday was handed a passport to 
travel to London with his wife for 
a heart examination. He had an 


artificial heart valve fitted in Lon- 
don four years ago. 

As . a senior official in Sol- 
idarity’s Warsaw region, he was 
under investigative arrest charged 
with involvement in a strike at the 
Ursus tractor plant near Warsaw, 
shortly after tbs military takeover 
last December.

The amnesty “is a political and 
judicial necessity,'* Gen. Rios 
Montt told reporters last night. 

Guatemala's four main leftist 
guerrilla groups joined forces last 
February to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of President Romeo 
Lucas Garcia. 


Costa Rica orders expulsion of 
former Sandinista commander 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (R) — 
* Costa Rica has ordered the expul- 
sion of “Commander Zero", a 
former guerrilla fighter who said 
he planned to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of neighbouring Nicara- 
gua. 

The Costa Rican government 
ordered Eden PUstota, best known 
under his nora de guerre of 
“Commander Zero”, to leave at 
once with his foreign entourage. 

A former Nicaraguan deputy 
defence minister, he arrived in 
Costa Rica five weeks ago and 
announced plans to topple his 
former comrades-in-arms in the 
Sandinist-lcd Nicaraguan gov- 


ernment. He became dis- 
enchanted with the Sandinist 
cause becauseof Cuban influence. 

Mr. Pastora earned his nick- 
name from the daring 1978 
takeover of the national palace in 
Managua, which marked the first 
major triumph of Sandinist guer- 
rillas who toppled rightist dictator 
Anastasio Soraoza the following 
year. 

Nicaraguan -born Mr. Pastora 
became a naturalised Costa Rican 
before this citizenship was 
revoked. Two days ago, local tele- 
vision showed him welcoming 11 
men identified as Nicaraguan 
army deserters into Costa Rica.

Pessimists make good 
bridge players. They worry, 
about what might go wrong 
and often find solutions for 
the problems they might, 
encounter. 

West took advantage of-' 
the vulnerability to make a 
shapely double. But that did 
not prevent North-South 
from bidding smoothly to 
their best contract. Notice 
that North responded cor- 
rectly, as though there had 
been no intervention. 


West took two club tricks 
and then shifted to the queen 
of hearts. Declarer won the 
ace in dummy, and the con- 
tract looked like a shoo-in. 1 
But two high spades in hand 
revealed the 4-1 break. It 
looked as if all declarer had 
to do was cash his high 
diamonds and ruff a diamond 
in dummy to assure the con- 
tract. He could then draw 
trumps and claim the rest of 
-the tricks. 

That would be well and 
good if the diamonds split 
3-2, but the double made it 
quite likely that that would 
not be the case. Declarer 
cashed the king of diamonds, 
and West’s jack confirmed 
his fears. Now if declarer 
continued with his second 
high diamond, West would 
ruff and force declarer with a 
heart, and declarer would 
lose control of the hand. 

Declarer's solution was 
most elegant. He continued 
with the ten of diamonds! It 
would not help West to ruff, 
so he discarded a club. East 
won the queen and made the 
-best return of a heart. But 
declarer ruffed and simply 
continued to lead *high 
diamonds. West could ruff 
whenever he pleased, but 
declarer would overruff with 
dummy's queen, return to his 
hand with a trump, drawing 
West's last trump in the pro- 
cess, and the rest of the 
tricks were his. The 
defenders could score only 
two clubs and a diamond. 


Congress (I) 
takes over 
northern state 

NEW DELHI (R) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
Congress (I) party, which suffered 
a setback in Wednesday's regional 
elections, succeeded in forming a 
government Sunday in one of two 
states where the opposition had 
forced a stalemate. 

In Haryana State in the north. 
Bhajan Lai, a member of her 
party, was hurriedly sworn in as 
chief minister despite a claim by 
the opposition that it could form a 
government. 

The opposition Lok Dal far- 
mers party, which said it could 
form a majority government along 
with its allies, said state governor 
G.D. Tapase’s decision to swear in 
Mr. Lai was against democratic 
norms. 


Sophia Loren 
low-spirited 
in prison 

CASERTA, Italy — Italian film 
star Sophia' Loren, serving a 
thirty-day prison term here for tax 
evasion, is in low spirits, her 
lawyer said after visiting her 
Saturday. 

She told lawyer Giovanni Can,- 
who spoke to her for 15 minutes, 
that it was hard in prison and she 
hoped her sentence would pass 
quickly. 

Mr. Cau said Miss Loren had 
consulted him about a personal 
plea for clemency which he was 
sending President Sandro Pertini. 
If his request were not granted, he 
would ask for Miss Loren to be 
released on a restricted basis. 

This would be legally possible 
since the tax evasion she com- 
mitted in 1963 was minor, Mr.

Miss Loren has spent the day 
reading books but refused to look 
at papers because she did not want 
to know what was being said about 
her case, he added.

Wading ashore with Red 
Devils at East Falklands

PORT SAN CARLOS, Falkland 
Islands (R) — With heavily- 
armed British paratroops splash- 
ing through the icy water ahead of 
me. I jumped from a landing craft 
and struggled ashore on the 
islands that have been our des- 
tination during six weeks at sea. . 

In sparkling sunshine, the sol- 
diers rushed up the beach at this 
tiny settlement on the northwest 
of East Falkland Island and; 
encountered no resistance from 
Argentine troops in the area. 

After six weeks on board the 
converted luxury line Canberra, I 
went in with the British army’s 
tough parachute -regiment, the 
“Red Devils”, as they established 
a second beachhead three hours 
after the first British soldiers 
landed. 

Falkland islanders appeared 
relaxed as they came out of half a 
dozen brightly-painted farm- 
houses and offered the com- 
mandos cigarettes and cups of tea. 

Within an hour, the paratroops 
had secured the Port San Carlos 
settlement, a collection of farm- 
houses and shepherds’ homes, and 
had raised the Union Jack flag. 

They seized some weapons left 
behind by 42 Argentine soldiers 
who the villagers said had fled as- 
soon as the British landing began. 

The paratroops moved up from 
the beach, fanning out to defen- 
sive positions around the set- 
tlement, 80 kilometres across East 
Falkland from the main Argentine 
garrison at Port Stanley. 

The quiet was suddenly broken 
by a lone Argentine Pucara anti- 
insurgency aircraft which roamed 
overhead on a reconnaissance 
mission. The British troops fire 
two Blowpipe ground-to-air mis- 
siles but missed. 

The Port San Carlos settlement 
has a small airfield which could be 
used for bringing in supplies for 
the British assault fleet. 


As we climbed from the beach 
up the peat slopes of the set- 
tlement, we watched frigates and 
destroyers of the assault fleet off- 
shore in missile duels with Argen- 
tine Skyhawks and Etendard jets 
flying probing attacks. 

At one point, three Skyhawks 
were driven off by missiles but I 
saw none hit. 

The 52 islanders, who spoke to 
us in strong English west Country 
accents, included local sheep far- 
mers and 20 refugees who had 
come from Port Stanley because 
they felt safer here on the Western 
shores of East Falkland. 

The islanders said that before 
the Argentine troops moved out 
of Port San Carlos, they downed a 
small British Gazelle helicopter, 
apparently with small arms fire, 
killing the pilot. A second Gazelle 
crashed into a hillside later, they 
said. 

The islanders appeared at ease. 
Mis. Jewette Bernstone, 35. and 
her four children from Port Stan- 
ley, who were staying with fanner 
Ron Dickson and his wife Iris, fold 
me: “The Argentines behaved 
quite well". 

Her 1 1 -year-old son Christum 
added: “They made a fuss of kids 
all the time and patted us on the 
head. I used to shrivel up.” 

After six weeks at sea, we 
landed on a twisting shoreline with 
barren hills behind. The smell of 
peat drifted down the wind. 

The paratroops said the fleeing 
Argentinian troops had left 
behind ammunition, cigarettes, 
equipment, taken from British 
'marines when the Argentinian 
troops occupied the island and! 
personal letters from relatives in 
Argentina. 

By the end of the day, five Brit- 
ish units, including marine com- 
mands. were on shore and the 
beachhead was protected by artil- 
lery and anti-aircraft missiles. 

There seemed little doubt that 
the British assault force was firmly 
established on east Falkland. 


Pope’s planned visit 
to Britain uncertain 


LONDON (R) — The Falklands 
conflict stfll casts uncertainty over 
an historic visit to Britain by Pope 
John Paul next week as Catholic 
sources said Sunday it could be 
jeopardised by further fighting. 

Officially the six-day visit, to 
begin on Friday, is on. 

But the sources said a marked 
deterioration in the conflict could 
force h to be cancelled. 

England's Cardinal Basil Hume 
returned from a meeting with the 
Pope Saturday and said the visit 
would go ahead unless British 
Catholic leaders advised against it. 

The Pope said in the Vatican 
Sunday that the situation in the 
South Atlantic had deteriorated 
even further, but he made do men- 
tion of his visit to Britain. 


In his latest public comment on 
the visit Saturday, the Pope said 
he “hoped against hope” he would 
be able to come. 

While the Pope views the visit as 
purely pastoral,, some church 
sources worry that 
predominantly- Roman Catholic 
Argentina will see it as siding with 
the British in the conflict 
An idea now mooted in the Vat- 
ican is that the Pope might also 
visit Argentina. Such a visit, the 
Vatican hopes, would make the 
church less vulnerable to charges 
that it has been insensitive to feel- 
ings in Latin America. 

It would be the first to Britain 
by a Pope, and a major step 
towards reconciliation between 
the Vatican and the Protestant 
Church of England. 


Ulusu’s visit brings little 
aid to Turkish Cypriots 


NICOSIA (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulend Ulusu Sunday 
ended a controversial four-day 
visit to the northern sector of 
divided Cyprus by telling the 
Turkish Cypriot community to 
make better use of its economic 
resources. 

The visit dealt mainly with the 
economic problems of the self- 
proclaimed Turkish federated 
state, which has been separated 
from the Cypriot government- 
controlled south since troops from 


the Turkish mainland invaded in 
1974. 

The Greek and Cypriot gov- 
ernments criticised Mr. Ulusu’s 
trip, saying it violated United 
Nations resolutions on the island* s 
interco mm unal problems. 

The Turkish prime minister said 
in a departure statement that 
Turkish Cypriots should take the 
-initiative: in creating a viable 
economy for their part of the 
island. 


Turkish ex-president dies 


ISTANBUL (R) — Former Turk- 
ish President Cevdet Sunay, 
whose term of office between 
1966 and 1973 was dominated by 
feuds between politicians and the 
military, has died in Istanbul aged 
82, state radio reported Sunday. 

It said he died Saturday night in 
hospital after a long illness. 

A -military man hims elf, Mr. 
Sonay was comparatively 
unknown until he emerged as 
chief of staff of the Turkish army 
in 1960. 

Six years later be was elected 
president and in March 1971 was 
at the centre of a major political 
crisis when the military forced the 
resignation of Prime Minister 
Suleyman DemireTs conservative 
government and demanded an 
administration above parity poli- 
tics. 

Mr. Sunay was born in the 
ancient Black Sea town of Trab- 
zon on Feb. 10, 1900, the son of a 
Muslim priest. 

He graduated from Istanbul 


military high school and as a 
young officer fighting against Brit- 
ish and Arab forces on the Pales- 
tine front in World War I he was 
twice wounded, twice decorated 
and finally captured by the British 
in 1918. 

A year later he escaped from 
prison camp near Cairo and 
returned to Turkey. 

He joined the nationalist forces 
of Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, foun- 
der of the Turkish republic, and 
fought in the victorious war of 
independence against French and 
Greek forces. 

After the foundation of the 
republic in 1923, Mr. Sunay rose 
steadily to the top ranks of the 
army but, significantly, was not a 
member of the military junta 
which seized power in 1960 and 
ruled for 17 months. 

He resisted pressure to remain 
as president after his term expired 
in Oct 1973, saying it would be 
unconstitutional, and spent his last 
years quietly.

MOSCOW (R) — the Soviet 
Union Sunday launched an 
'unmanned cargo spacecraft to 
take supplies to its orbiting 
research station Salyut-7, the offi- 
cial news agency TASS reported.

for the two-man crew on the sta- 
tion.

THE HAGUE — After a year 
with a virtually paralysed gov- 
ernment. .the Neither lands now 
faces months of political infighting 
until election expected in the 
autumn. 

The break-up last week of the 
three-party, centre-left coalition 
government has left the Dutch 
without a policy to deal with some 
serious economic problems, par- 
ticularly soaring unemployment 
and a huge government financing 
deficit. 

But although immediate pros- 
pects appear gloomy, many Dutch 
commentators, as well as finan- 
ciers and businessmen, now see 
signs that a more effective and. 
successful government may rise 
from the wreckage of the one that 
fell apart last Wednesday. 

“We may seem to have reached 
the nadir, but in fact there are 
more grounds for optimism now 
than for some time,” one banker 
said at the weekend. 

The chief reason why the bus- 
iness community, at least, is hope- 
ful is that opinion polls show elec- 
tions are likely to produce a 
centre-right coalition with a dear 
majority. This, businessmen 
believe, would be more likely than 
any other government to tackle 


Dutch problems energetically. 

The impact of such a gov- 
ernment would also be likely to 
stretch of Cruise nuclear miss iles 
on Dutch soil. 

This would be a major boost to 
NATO's strategy of dealing with 
Moscow but a defeat for the blos- 
soming European peace move- 
ment. 

In the meantime, however, 
there will be months of political 
interregnum and most Dutch are 
concerned about whether an 
interim coalition can be put 
together to take some effective 
decisions on the more pressing 
problems. The answer is only 
likely to emerge after days ol 
talks. 

The old coalition of Christian 
Democrats (CDA), Democrats 
'66 and Labour broke up when 
Labour ministers resigned in 
opposition to the other two par- 
ties’ plans for spending cuts. 

The government was formed in 
September last year and was the 
product of four months of agon- 
ised, on-off negotiations after 
elections in May. 

In its brief, troubled life, the 
coalition could make little impact. 
Along the way, an ambitious job 
creation scheme, major changes in 
social security law and other plans 
had to be scrapped or drastkally 
modified .because of internal 


wrangling. 

Heading the problems an 
interim coalition wfll face is a gov- 
ernment deficit of revenue against 
expenditure of about eight per 
cent of national income, around 
twice the level of many com- 
parable countries. Unem- 
ployment is also at a post-war 
record of more than 1 1 per cent of 
the workforce. 

The old coalition appeared to 
have prepared an attack on these 
problems in April by agreeing out- 
line spending cuts of some 12 bil- 
lion guilders' {$425 billion) for 
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1982 ’and 1983. But Labour 
baulked and walked out when it 
was presented with detailed prop- 
osals on how the cuts were to be 
allocated. 

It argued the other two parties 
were putting too much emphasis 
on helping business and not 
enough on aiding workers. 

Almost all parties are now 
agreed that elections will have' to 
be held soon, saying it is unpre- 
cedented in recent Dutch con- 
stitutional history to have a major 
switch of coalition without formal 
approval from voters. Opinion 
polls also show an overwhelming 
majority of voters want fresh elec- 
tions. 


But the constitution requires a 
three-month warning of general 
elections while no party wants to 
bold them during the summer 
holidays. 

The annual budget must also be 
presented in September. 

Elections will then probably be 
held in October before a par- 
liamentary vote on the budget, 
although if a relatively effective 
interim coalition could be formed 
it might see the budget through 
parliament before elections early 
in 1983. 

The only solution which mi ght 
prevent the need for elections is a 
stitching together of the old coal- 
ition but the policy and personal 
differences lying behind the 
break-up make this very unlikely, 
politicians say. 

Mathematically, a number of 
interim administrations are poss- 
ible. Of the 150 parliament seats, 
48 are held by the centre-right 
CDA, 44 by Labour. 17 by the 
centrist D-66 and 26 by the 
right-wing liberals (WD). The 
remaining seats belong to small 
right-wing or left-wing parties. 

In practice, the most likely out- 
come is a minority centrist coal- 
ition between the CDA and D-66 
which would govern with tacit lib- 
eral support. D-66 is tied by an 
annual congress decision last year 
not to enter n formal coalition with

’ An official mediator a ppoi nt ed 
by Queen Beatrix is to begin for- 
mal talks with the parties Mon- 
day in an attempt to reach a.

government. 

In the meantime, the old gov- 
ernment of CDA Prime Mnnster 
Dries van Agt has not technically 
fallen. Queen Beatrix asked all 
ministers, including Labour, to 
cany on essential tasks. 

Although the immediate future 
is clouded, opinion polls show a 
surge of support for the liberals 
and CDA, chiefly at the expense 
of Labour for holding up neces-. 
sary economic measures, political 
analysts say. 

If tiie polls 'prove right, new 
general elections will almost cer- 
tainly produce a CDA-liberal 
coaltion. 

This, the business community 
believes, will pursue the tough 
policies needed to curb the gener- 
ous Dutch social security system 
and put government finanrjMe on a 
sounder footing. - 

A similar coalition governed 
fthei Netherlands from 1977 to 
.1981 but was often hamstrung by

Mr. Papandreou was 
answering questions from' the 
Yugoslav news agency Tanjug m 
connection with his first visit to 
Belgrade as prime minister, start- 
ing on Wednesday. He said in die 
interview, published Sunday, that 
Greece’s socialist government 
shared with Communist Yugos- 
lavia the common goals of turning 
the Balkans into a zone of peace 
and cooperation and freeing the 
region from the “antagonism of 
the military blocs.”

It was the first time die 
press had published the names of 
the accused since the plot was dis- 
covered. From the names it 
appears that most of the defen- 
dants belong to the Shf he Muslim 
sect which is dominant in ban.
